1 . This communication is responsive to the application filed 03/04/2002. 

Election/Restriction 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-14 and 23-29, drawn to the structures/structural elements of a system for 
adjusting an acoustic output; 

II. Claims 15-18, drawn to the structures/structural elements of a portable signal 
transmitter unit; 

III. Claims 19-22, drawn to the structures/structural elements of a sound generating 
system. 

3. Inventions I, II and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP ' 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the invention I only drawn to a system for adjusting an acoustic output. The 
subcombinations could have separate utility such as a transmitter or sound generator for any 
other acoustic system. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons giving above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classifications, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
